DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 4, 14 - 16 and 21 - 32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 14, the prior art does not teach or render obvious the total 
combination as claimed including a color registration control system for a printing press 
comprising an image processing system adapted to receive the image and process the 
image to determine any color register error, wherein the image processing system 
includes a correlator adapted to locate register marks on a substrate and implemented 
substantially in hardware on at least one FPGA. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sainio et al. in view of Chang et al. 

With respect to claim 20, Sainio teaches a color registration control system (10) 
for a printing press having thereon a moving paper substrate (12) and having a 
replaceable image processing subsystem (32), said control system comprising a 
scanner (36) for acquiring an image of the paper substrate, and an image processing 
system adapted to receive the image and process the image to determine any color 
register error. 

However, Sainio doesn't teach wherein said image processing subsystem is 
implemented on at least one FPGA, and wherein when it is desirable to change the 
image processing subsystem, said at least one FPGA is suitably re-programmed. 

Chang et al. teaches a processing subsystem implemented on at least one 
FPGA, and wherein when it is desirable to change the image processing subsystem, 
said at least one FPGA is suitably re-programmed (See paragraph 0080). 

It would have been obvious to modify the color registration system of Sainio to 
have an image processing system implemented on at least one FPGA as taught by 
Chang et al. to have an efficient processor for calculating the color misregistration. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 03/07/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Specifically, Sainio teaches the claimed matter of having a hardware 
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based binary correlator. Also, Chang et al. has been added to teach having al least one 
reprogrammable FPGA.
